is, however, impossible for them to sound the same, They all have’ 


different musical arrangements, chords, 
words and harmony. 

They sound similar for the following reason: every “Top 40” 
group that has had recording success is known for one basic sound, 
and after this sound is established, it is the accepted and expected 
thing. 

The: biggest complaint I hear about “rock” concerts are that 
they are too short. Most groups that are considered to be “stars” 
will not lower themselves to do an-encore. 

The Association’s encore shows they had a desire to. please 
the audience. Does Wilson really think the audience was impatient 
for the show to end? That idea, to me, doesn’t show much thought. 

Last but not, least, I thought name calling was limited to 
kindergarten and politics. Was the show really like being assas- 
sinated? Wilson must have lived through it or he never would have 
been able to write his “review”. 

Most students I talked to about’ the concert had very favorable 
comments. ; 

I think reviews of events should be written by someone who 
knows something about what’s happening.
